John Weber Sweet, 54, suffered second and third degree 
burns over 80 per cent of his body and was listed in “ ex­ 
tremely critical” condition in Lompoc Hospital’s intensive 
care unit. 


Sweet’s neighbors in a mobile home park at 610 E Pine 
Ave., noticed smoke pouring from his trailer at about 9 a.m. 
They called the fire department 
Sweet was found unconscious huddled in a shower stall 
where he had apparently crawled to seek protection from the 
smoke and searing flames. 
The man was described as a “ farmer, in town to purchase 
property.”

Labor peace comes to district

Trustees of Lompoc Unified School 
District yesterday approved a salary 
agreement with non-teaching personnel, 
ending the longest negotiations on record 
and bringing labor peace to the district. 


The trustees approved the following 
provisions: 
— A six per cent adjustment to ranges 
23-52 of the classified salary schedule ef­ 
fective yesterday. 
— Approval of reclassifications as ap­ 
proved by the Personnel Commission. 
— An increase in the hourly rate for 
playground aides to $2.20 an hour. 
— An agreement that substitute per­ 
sonnel shall be paid on the basis of the 
appropriate class of work. 
— A minimum of one-and-one-third 
hours at regular hourly rate for overtime 
times and one-and-a-half, for eligible 
employes. 
— A minimum of two hours at regular 
hourly rate for employes not eligible for 
overtime when they are called out. 
— A full paid holiday on last Friday of 
spring recess. (Actually, Good Friday. 
In previous years, and until the present, 
a half day only has been granted.) 
— Free tuition for enrollment in adult 
education classes. 
The vote was 4-0 on the motion of Bar­ 
bara Berg and a second by Karl Braun. 
Trustee Jack Helman 
was absent. A 
prior motion by trustee Richard K. Jaco­ 
by to approve everything except the ad­ 
ditional half day holiday died for lack of 
a second. 
The end came shortly after 6 p.m., 
after a day of scrambling by school ad­ 
ministrators and officials of the Califor­ 
nia School Employes Association. 
At a meeting Wednesday night the 
CSEA abandoned its own salary and 
fringe benefit proposal and instead voted 
“ reluctantly” to accept a six per cent 
across the board salary increase for 290 
employes. The CSEA negotiating com­ 
mittee conveyed that acceptance to the 
board’s chief negotiator, assistant Supt. 
Alice Milligan at a meeting hastily 
thrown together at 1 p.m. Thursday. Two 
hours later, there was a top level ad­ 
ministrators’ meeting; a half hour later 
a hurry up meeting with the district s in­ 
surance committee; and finally a special 
meeting of trustees at 5 p.m. At that lat­ 
ter meeting, the trustees voted to ap­ 
prove the salary increase tnd indicated 
their intention to approve other items. 
The meeting was adjourned at about 5:11 


p.m., to make way for a special Person­ 
nel Commission meeting. The commis­ 
sion tied some loose ends together and 
adjourned at 5:35 p.m., once again to 
make way for the school board to 
reconvene for the final action. 
Jacoby said he made his original mo­ 
tion to exclude the additional half day 
holiday on Good Friday because of his 
concern that “ we’re moving in the direc­ 
tion of the three-day weekend.” The ex­ 
tra half day now given the employes will 
cost the district about $6,000. Classified 
employes now get 13 paid holidays. 
The six per cent raise will cost the dis­ 
trict about $132,000. Similar percentage 
raises were previously approved for 
teachers and administrators. 
Although the day’s actions end what 
was beginning to be an extremely bitter 
dispute, some scars remain. The Person­ 
nel Commission itself, actually reaf­ 
firmed its approval for recommenda­ 
tions of a reclassification study. Atty. 
Eugene Huseman argued that the $14,000 
the district paid for the study was wasted 
at least in part because neither the dis­ 
trict nor classified employes wanted to 
go along with salary proposals which 
were included.

Brown signs heroin 


imprisonment bill 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) - Gov. Ed- 
mund G. Brown Jr. today signed legisla­ 
tion supported by President Ford requir­ 
ing automatic prison sentence for sellers 
of heroin. 
Brown said the bill reflected the 
“ philosophy of this administration” and 
constituted a “ major step forward in 
stating to the people of California that 
we are serious about crime.” 
The new law, which Brown said 
provided for “ simple justice,” will take 
effect Jan. 1. 


SAN FRANCISCO (U PI) - Patricia 
Hearst said in a conversation taped in 
her jail cell she does not want a bail 
arrangement that would make her a 
“ prisoner in my parents’ home.” She 
also said that when she tells her story it 
will h*»ve a “ revolutionary feminist per­ 
spective.” 
Her attorney. Terence Hallinan. today 
called the taping of her conversation 
with a friend unethical. 
“ I think the U.S. Attorney is jeopardiz­ 
ing his whole case by these tricks he’s 
using.” Hallinan said. “ Everybody is 
pretty outraged about it.” 
Parts of the taped conversation were 
deleted before being released, but the 
the prosecution said the deletions were 
made because those portions were not 
pertinent. The entire tapes will be 
available to psychiatrists examining 
Patty if they wish to hear them, the U.S. 
attorney's office said. 


In an affidavit three days ago her 
father. Randolph Hearst. said Miss 
Hearst had expressed “ an enthusiastic 
wish to return to living with her 
parents.” 
In the taped conversation, she in­ 
dicated 
she 
had 
embraced 
a 
“ revolutionary feminist” outlook since 
her abduction by the Symbionese Libera­ 
tion Army 19 months ago and was in­ 
furiated when she was captured two 
weeks ago. 
The conversations were disclosed 
Thursday in a partial transcript of a 
tape-recording of a visit to Miss Hearst 
by Patricia Tobin Saturday in the San 
Mateo County Jail in Redwood City. 
U.S. Attorney James Browning Jr. 
gave the transcript to Judge Oliver 
Carter so he could make it available to 
the three psychiatrists appointed to ex­ 
amine 
the 
21-year-old 
newspaper 
heiress. Carter said he wanted the 
evaluation 'prior to considering a bail 
reduction request by her lawyers. 
Miss Tobin, in the conversation, asked 
Miss Hearst whether she was speaking 
candidly with her parents during their 
visits. 
Miss Hearst: “ Well, I mean, like, the 
only thing I (deleted) I'm not talking to 
anybody real openly because it’s too 
weird and besides like they listen in on 
everything and photograph, but, ah, I 
mean. I told ’em that my politics were 
different.” 
She also said: “ Well, what I want to do 
is (deleted) I don’t want to have the bail 
thing where I ’m a prisoner in my 
parents’ home which is possible, but 
(deleted).” 
Deletions in the transcript were made 
bv Browning. 
Miss Hearst’s affidavit, filed earlier 
this week as part of a bail hearing, said 
she was “ completely convinced of the 
love and affection of her family and that 


she will find safety and comfort in its 
midst.” 
Miss Hearst said in tape recordings 
after being kidnaped that she had 
renounced her past life to join the small 
terrorist group 
She also told her friend that she did not 
want to make any public statements un­ 
til she was out on bail. 
“ I would just as soon give it myself in 
person, and it’ll be a. a. revolutionary 
feminist perspective totally and, ah. um, 
you know, I never got. I guess 1 11 just 
tell you, like, my politics are real dif­ 
ferent 
from 
a, 
way 
back 
when 
(deleted).” 
The transcript went on: 
Miss Hearst: “ (deleted) and so this 
creates all kinds of problems for me in 
terms of a defense.” 


Two days after the meeting with Miss 
Tobin. Miss Hearst signed an affidavit 
saying she had been “ brainwashed” and 
drugged by the SLA This, she said, 
pushed her to the brink of insanity And 
the 
statement 
said she could not 
remember anything that happened after 
her 
involvement 
with 
three 
SLA 
members in a robbery of the Hibernia 
Bank branch. 
There was also this exchange during 
the visit: 
Miss Tobin . “ My mom and dad said to 
send you their best (laughter). My mom 
was so happy when you were found I 
thought she was going to die.” 
Miss Hearst: “ I was so pissed off, God 
damn it.” 
Her friend asked: “ Were you really 
shocked?” 
Miss Hearst: “ Ah, yeah ” 
Hospital bed rates 
may be increased $5

The bed rates of Lompoc District 
Hospital may soon be raised by at least 
$5 a day per occupied bed because of a 
motion passed by the Lompoc Hospital 
District Board of Directors during a 
regular meeting last night 
The motion was to join the California 
Hospital Association’s group insurance 
policy, underwritten by Farmers In­ 
surance. until a type of self-insurance 
plan can be setup 
But self-insurance plan or not. the bed 
rates may still be going up 
Under the present Imperial Insurance 
policy 
which 
ends Wednesday, the 
hospital 
pays 
a 
$2,600 
monthly 
premium 
Under Farmer’s Insurance 
policy, the hospital will have to pay an 
estimated $12.000 monthly premium the 
board learned earlier this week. 
The bed rates may have to increase by 
at least $5 a day per occupied bed 
because the hospital is budgeted this 
fiscal year to pay out $36.000 in liability 
premiums, not the $144.000 Farmers 
would be asking, according to Ken 
Wicks, the hospital administrator. 
The district won’t know for a couple of 
weeks the exact rate of Farmers and 
that figure will determine how much the 
hospital’s bed rates would be increased 
Last month, the board was informed 
that the district had to join the California 
Hospital Association or lose its only op­ 
portunity to 
get liability coverage 
because of Imperial Insurance’s an­ 
nouncement it would no longer insure 
hospitals. 


As a recourse to Farmers, Michael 
Palmer, the district’s counsel, last night 
outlined two types of self-insurance 
plans — a recourse that many hospital 
districts 
are 
considering 
presently 
although no district is now self-insured 


Under an “ umbrella" self-insurance 
plan, the district would insure itself up to 
$100.000 and an insurance company 
would cover the district for liability 
claims over that figure at a premium 
cost of “ a few thousand a month.” 
The second plan would be that the dis­ 
trict totally insure itself 
Under both plans, according to laws, 
the district would have the power to 
raise its tax rate to payoff a big judg­ 
ment if enough money was not on hand to 
do so in a reserve fund. 
The boards voted to go with Farmers 
for 60 days and to try to adopt a self- 
insurance plan before or at the end of 
that period If a satisfactory plan can be 
set up. the hospital’s bed rates may not 
have to be increased, believes Wicks. 
Some board members indicated that 
the bed rates — now $83 a day for semi- 
private — will have to be increased in 
any event. 
Most board members seemed to favor 
the umbrella self-insurance plan, but 
they were warned by Palmer that no in­ 
surance company presently carries such 
a policy 
The bord also passed a motion requir­ 
ing all staff doctors to carry their own in­ 
surance. which was a stipulation to 
Farmers’ policy.

Nixon papers 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Richard Nixon did not give his 
pre-presidential papers to the 
National Archives in 1969 when 
he claimed a huge tax exemp­ 
tion for such a donation, an 
Archives supervisor testified 
Thursday at the trial of the ex­ 
president’s former tax lawyer. 


The papers were held there in 
“ courtesy storage” only, Mary 
Walton Livingston testified. It 
was not until 1970 that the 
papers were even sorted into 
the categories shown on the 
“deed” dated 1969, she said. 
Frank DeMarco, Nixon’s for­ 
m er tax attorney, in on trial on 
charges he lied to the Internal 
Revenue Service when asked 
whether he falsified the date on 
the deed to qualify Nixon for a 
tax deduction that had been 
eliminated by»a change in the 
law 
Nixon’s 
1969

return 
claimed a donation of $576,000 
worth of personal papers from 
his time as vice president, 
although such deductions were 
legal only for gifts made before 
July 26, 1969. The government 
charges the donatiwi was made 
in 1970 and falsely dated a year 
earlier,

Once the policies expire, doc­ 
tors will not be covered for any 
negligent acts com mitted dur­ 
ing the life of the policy. This 
means they will have to buy ex­ 
tra insurance later, but sup­ 
porters of the measure hope 
that by then rates will have 
stabilized.

House panel 


votes curbs 


on 1RS 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
House Ways and Means Com­ 
m ittee has voted to give the tax­ 
payer a little more protection 
from the awesome enforce­ 
ment powers of the Internal 
Revenue Service. 
If Congress eventually goes 
along wiSi the com m ittee deci­ 
sions, taxpayers will have the 
right to try in federal court to 
block IRS searches of bank ac­ 
counts, or summ ary seizures 
and sale of property by the IRS 
for unpaid tax bills. 
'The committee, writing a 
m ajor tax bill, voted Thursday 
to add these provisions; 
— Taxpayers m ust be in­ 
formed by the IRS when a sum­ 
mons is issued for “ third par­ 
ty” records such as bank ac­ 
counts 
or 
accountants’ 
re­ 
cords. The taxpayer then would 
have the right to fight the sum­ 
mons in U.S. District Court. 
— The IRS must obtain per­ 
mission 
from 
U.S. 
District 
Courts to issue “ John Doe” 
summonses, which may involve 
searches of bank or accounting 
records of dozens or even 
hundreds of persons to look for 
suspected wrongdoing. No per­ 
mission from any court or any 
other agency is required now. 
— Taxpayers m ust be in­ 
formed in advance when the 
IRS plans seizures of property 
or money under “ jeopardy” or 
“ term ination” provisions of the 
tax code. The IRS now has the 
right to seize or garnish the 
property or income of any tax­ 
payer, without recourse, if the 
IRS thinks the person will at­ 
tempt to avoid payment of tax 
bills.

No indictment until doctors test Moore 


low enforcement 
priority for pot 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
White House advisory panel has 
told President Ford social and 
personal 
use of marijuana 
should have a low priority in 
law enforcement. 
It said law enforcement agen­ 
cies should instead put their ef­ 
forts and dollars int6 dealing 
with hard drug abuse. 
The 
recommendation 
was 
contained in a 150-page report 
by the drug abuse task force of 
the White House’s Domestic 
Council, delivered privately to 
Ford on Sept. 15. The portions 
of the report dealing with 
marijuana were obtained by 
UPI 
Although the report contained 
no specific legislative recom­ 
mendations, 
marijuana 
law 
reform advocates said it was 
tantamount to an endorsement 
of “decriminalization” — re­ 
ducing present penalties for 
possession and personal use of 
marijuana to roughly the level 
of parking tickets. 
The U.S. Drug Enforcement 
Administration Thursday de­ 
nied a petition asking it to 
either remove all federal con­ 
trols from marijuana or at least 
allow it to be sold across 
drugstore counters. The peti­ 
tion was filed by the National 
Organization for the Reform of 
Marijuana 
Laws 
and 
the 
American Public Health As­ 
sociation 


Two key members of the 
White House advisory task 
force — Dr. Robert DuPont, 
director of the National Insti­ 
tute on Drug Abuse, and former 
Pennsylvania governor Ray­ 
mond Shafer, who headed the 
National 
Commission 
on 
Marijuana and Drug Abuse — 
have publicly favored lowering 
marijuana criminal penalties. 
The 18-member task force 
said the widespread recreation­ 
al use of marijuana and the 
“ relatively low social cost” in­ 
volved justify “ de-emphasizing 
simple possession and use of 
marijuana in law enforcement 
efforts...” 


“ That is essentially the same 
as 
decriminalization.” 
said 
Keith Stroup, executive direc­ 
tor of the National Organization 
for the Reform of Marijuana 
Laws. “ It’s obvious that they 
can't politically make an out­ 
right recommendation 
f o r 
decriminalization.” 


The task force said that while 
efforts 
aimed 
at 
reducing 
marijuana use should not be 
abandoned, 
“ when 
resource 
constraints force a choice, the 
choice should be made in favor 
of the higher priority drugs.” 
It rated various drugs accord­ 
ing to “ dependence,” social 
consequences and other fac­ 
tors.

238 burglaries told 
in probes by FBI 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
FBI committed 238 burglaries 
against suspected subversive 
groups between 1942 and 1968 
and got Internal Revenue Ser­ 
vice cooperation in its sur­ 
veillance, according to evi­ 
dence and testimony given the 
Senate Intelligence Committee 
Reading from declassified 
FBI 
documents 
Thursday, 
Chairman Sen. Frank Church, 
D-Idaho, said FBI agents had 
made 238 illegal entries into 
premises of 14 unidentified 
domestic 
organizations 
between 1942 and 1968, when 
then FBI Director J. Edgar 
Hoover ordered the so-called 
“ black bag jobs" halted. 
Church said the FBI also 
made “ numerous entries“ into 
premises of at least three of 
those organizations during 1952- 
66. He said evidence indicated 
the FBI burglaries ended in 
1968. “ with one possible excep­ 
tion.” He would not elaborate. 
Church later told reporters 
the FBI surveillance included 
Students 
for a Democratic 
Society 
and 
black 
militant 
groups which he said he could 
not identify now He said the 
SDS watch resulted in the FBI 
opening 6,500 cases and that the 
surveillance of black groups 
opened 4.000 cases. 
Charles Brennan, former as­ 
sistant director of the FBI 
Domestic Intelligence Division. 


said the break-ins were “direct­ 
ed 
at 
domestic 
subversive 
groups and ... extremist organi­ 
zations.” 
Brennan said it was FBI 
policy to use the IRS in its sur­ 
veillance to learn the source 
and extent of income of the 
groups. Church said IRS of­ 
ficials would be queried next 
week about this. 
Brennan said the FBI was 
ordered by the Nixon White 
House to seek evidence Com­ 
munist powers were financing 
anti-Vietnam war movements.

The 
proposed 75-day extension # is 
retroactive to Sept. 1. 
As part of the agreement 
Ford 
will

Congress before Nov. 1 any plan 
for gradually lifting price con­ 
trols. 
Ford accepted the formula in 
a meeting with congressional 
leaders Thursday morning, and 
the Senate Democratic caucus 
approved it later in the day. 
Ford had been holding out for 
an extension of only 45 or 60 
days beyond Sept. 1. So he gave 
ground in the agreement 
Rep. Bob Eckhardt, D-Tex., 
said he thinks that is because 
there has been “ a change in the 
climate” of energy politics.

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Pipeline sealift halted by Ice 
Fall classes set 


SEATTLE (UPI) - unex­ 
pected westerly winds, revers­ 
ing a weather pattern of the 
past 77 years, have closed a 
door of ice against tugboats 
hauling barges with $500 million 
worth of vital supplies for the 
Alaska oil pipeline. 
The 15 tugs had ventured 
Wednesday to 20 miles south of 
Barrow, poised for the run to 
Prudhoe Bay. But winds came 
from the west Thursday instead 
of from the east, slamming an 
ice barrier against the shore. 
The tugs quickly retreated to a 
safety zone between Icy Cape 
and Point Lay. 
Even in that area, the tugs 
run the risk of getting frozen in 
until the middle of next sum­ 
mer, 
said 
Keth 
Kirkeide, 
manager of Crowley Maritime, 
which is running the sealift 


operation One official estimat­ 
ed that every day of delay costs 
$200,000. 
Counting on the past 77 years 
of recorded weather, the oil 
companies and shippers had ex­ 
pected to get the cargo in dur­ 
ing late August. Every year 
since 1898, a wind from the 
southeast has driven ice away 
from Point Barrow by Aug. 22. 
But that didn't happen this 
year 
It was only in early Septem­ 
ber that 10 high priority barges 
from the flotilla of 47 tugs and 
barges made it through to 
Prudhoe Bay, five of them with 
large modules aboard. 
Since that time seven barges 
have been sent to Seward, 
where their cargoes are being 
transferred 
to

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But not all the cargo can be 
moved 
by plane or truck. i 
Between 15 and 17 of the tugs 
are carryinge modules, as large 
as 250 feet wide, 100 feet high 
and 100 feet wide. 
The modules, which were 
preassembled in Seattle, can be 


moved only by tug, Kirkeide 
said They include housing un­ 
its, power stations and pumping 
stations, everything required 
for the gathering station at 
Prudhoe Bay which will make 
the pipeline work. 
In ail, the barges were loaded 
with 160,000 tons of cargo worth 
$500 million when they left. 
Now it is up to Exxon-Arco of 
Los Angeles. British Petroleum 
of San Francisco and Alyeska 
Pipeline — whose materials are 
being carried on the barges -- 
to decide how long the barges 
should continue to wait for the 
ice to clear. 
If the barges are stuck in arc­ 
tic ice over the winter they run 
the risk of being crushed, but 
they may survive, as some 
other vessels have. 
Eight vessels with a whaling 
fleet were frozen in off Barrow 
in 1897. One of the eight burned, 
one was crushed and sank and 
four were carried ashore. 
Just two of the vessels sur­ 
vived in the ice, one of which, 
the Mary D. Hume, still sails 
the Puget Sound.

The rivalry between the Lompoc Valley and the greater 
Santa Barbara area resumes this weekend with two games 
at Huyck Stadium. 
The five schools represented by the two areas went 
through the first week of the football season with a perfect 
record — no wins, Cabrillo tied San Marcos (IMO), Lompoc 
lost to Carson (35-14), Dos Pueblos lost to Santa Monica (9-0) 
and San Marcos lost to Santa Maria (14-6). 
Tonight Cabrillo hosts Dos Pueblos at 8 p.m. The Braves 
welcome San Marcos tomorrow ni^it at the same time. 
On the basis of last week’s performances, the Conqs would 
have to be favored tonight. As for the Lompoc-San Marcos 
game, that one would be harder to pick. 
In the pre-season forecasts, the Royals looked like the 
class of the Channel League, And they looked fine in the 
league carnival, scoring 40 points in two quarters. 
But last week, against a less experienced Cabrillo team, 
the Royals were all but shut off on the ground (38 yards), and 
were ineffective against Cabrillo’s rushing attack (241^ 
yards). 
“ It seems to m e.” said Lompoc coach Mike Warren, “that 
they (Royals) probably underestimated Cabrillo, and didn’t 
play with a lot of enthusiasm. We anticipate they will play 
much better against us.” 
Last week, the Braves were guilty of several costly errors, 
but were not physically beaten as badly as the lopsided score 
indicates. 
“ We think we have a fine ballclub,” Warren said. “ If we re 
going to have the kind of season we hope to have, this game 
is certainlv instrumental.” 


San Marcos’ main offensive weapon seems to be the pass­ 
ing of quarterbacks Gary Lopez and Jim Cappon to ends Rod 
Gruendyke and Carl Clapp. 
Fullback-linebacker Vic Jackson (6-3, 220) has the size to 
be dangerous. 
The Royals’ strength on defense is on the line, where 
tackles Brian Maclssac (6-3, 215) and Allen Pugh (6-4, 234), 
and aggressive noseguard Steve Mattos (5-10,180) help form 
a solid front that averages 205 pounds. The Braves’ defensive 
line, by comparison, averages 178. 
Warren has expressed confidence in sophomore fullbadi 
Mike Walker, who will be starting in place of injured star 
(George Polly. 
“ Walker has looked super in practice,” Warren said. 
The Braves will be without starting strong safety Mike 
Fitts, who injured a shoulder in practice last week and is ex­ 
pected to be out at least a couple more weeks. Perry Self will 
move from defensive end to Fitts’ spot, with Bill Lundy tak­ 
ing the end.

Hikers, strikers

As strikes go, it was no classic. The 
NFL Players’ semi-walkout last week 
was as well organized and executed as a 
Three Stooges weenie roast. 
The problem, obviously, is that the 
Players’ Union has a membership that is 
too diversified to achieve common goals. 
What does a linebacker have in common 
with a placekicker. except that neither 
one speaks English too good. 
What the owners really fear is the for­ 
mation of smaller, more unified splinter 
unions. Judging from the following story, 
which just came over the Record sports 
wire, the owners are in trouble. 


NEW YORK - The NFL found itself 
facing an unusual dilemma today in the

of

Brotherhood 
of 
NFL 
Centers and Hikers. 
All 26 NFL centers hobbled off the 
practice fields and onto the picket lines 
this morning to protest what a union 
spokesman termed “ generally substan­ 
dard treatm ent.” 
The pickets carried placards reading 
“Our job is no snap,” and “The owners 
can take a hike.” 
The centers were unable to enlist sup­ 
port from any of their brother unions, 
such as the AFL (American Federation 
of Linebackers). 
“That’s no surprise,” sneered one 
NFL coach as other players ignored the 
pickets. “Those slobs never could keep 
anyone from getting through a line.” 
The NFL Rules Committee convened 
an emergency session to wrestle with the 
thorny problem of what to do should the 
strike continue 
“We can’t just let the ball lay there on 
the ground,” said one exasperated com­ 
mittee member “The players would get 
tired of crouching in the ‘set’ position, 
and the fans would be screaming for ac­ 
tion.”

letting the quarterback simply pick the 
ball up to begin each play, but that idea 
quickly came under fire from the 
Quarterback’s Union.

What the centers are demanding, 
basically, is more freedom and more 
recognition.

{and where Howard Cosell can read our 
lum bers?” 
The centers maintain that they are vic­ 
tim s of an unfair “quota system .” 
' “ Almost every other position has two 
guys,” said Hutt. “Your halfbacks, safe­ 
ties, tackles — it’s like Noah’s Ark. We 
want equality. It takes iwo men to hike a 
ball properly.” 
The centers are demanding that the 
NFL launch a media campaign to 
educate the public on centers. 
One proposal calls for the league to 
hold an “ NFL Snapoff” every year, 
where centers would compete in tests of 
hiking speed and accuracy. 
Last of all, the union calls for the NFL 
to establish a Centers Hall of Fame, 
recognizing the immortals at that posi­ 
tion, guys like: 
— “ Big Ben” Dover, the father of the 
modem hike, who got the idea for the 
technique while watching his terrier dig 
for a bone.

the continued violation of the 
orders of this court,’ he said. 
The court held Philip Per- 
rone, 
Thomas 
Gosnell 
and 
Charles McGowan guilty of 
violating a court order Union 
President Henry Robinson and 
Executive Vice President Joan 
A. Buckley were cited for con­ 
tempt Tuesday. 
The two top officers, along 
with Perrone and Gosnell. were 
found to have been involved in 
invoking 
possible 
sanctions 
against teachers working dur­ 
ing the strike. John McMahon, 
attorney for Robinson and Miss 


Buckley, said they would try to 
see that teachers reporting for 
work "will not suffer illegal 
penalties." 
The strike began costing the 
union $25,000 a day in fines to­ 
day. Adams, who previously 
had ordered a fine of $5,000 a 
day for each day the strike con­ 
tinued in violation of a back to 
work order, said Thursday the 
fine would be upped to $25,000 a 
day effective today.

SAN BERNARDINO, Calif. 
(UPI) - Firefighters battled a 
new m ajor Southern California 
fire today in the brush-covered 
foothills of the San Bernardino 
Mountains, but they hoped to 
contain the blaze before it 
reached the proportion of other 
fires that burned nearly 50.000 
acres this week.

rescinded the order a short 
tim e later when the flames ap­ 
parently set 
by a careless 
smoker burned away from the 
structures. 
Containment was predicted 
for dusk Friday, and firemen 
expected to gain full control 
late Saturday. 
Another new fire broke out 
Thursday in San Diego County, 
hardest hit by 
this week’s 
flames, when a light airplane 
crashed and burned in the 
mountains near Julian. 
Aerial 
tankers 
quickly 
bombed the crash site with 
water, however, and the blaze 
was confined to two acres. 
Three big blazes continued to 
bum in San Diego County today, 
but fire officials apparently 
gained the upper hand over all 
three. 
Firefighters on the Camp 
Pendleton M arine base con­ 
tained a 12.000 acre blaze and 
allowed the flam es to bum 
themselves out in an uninhabit­ 
ed area a safe distance from the 
Vietnamese 
refugees 
still 
housed there. 
Containment was predicted for 
dusk today in the Tenaja blaze 
burning on the opposite corner 
of Camp Pendleton and in sur­ 
rounding hills near the ranching 
community of Fallbrook. 
The land burned in that fire — 
also set by a cigarette — was 
revised 
downward Thursday 
from 14,000 to 11,050 acres.

Luck is not enough 


President Gerald Ford has a 
grotesque 
and 
unenviable 
record, one that all Americans 
certainly hope will never be 
surpassed or even approached. 
He is the first President to 
have had two assaults made on 
his life — both in the same 
month and in the same state, 
and both by women. 
Despite 
the 
extra-strong 
security precautions instituted 
in San Francisco, another ob­ 
viously unbalanced person got 
close enough to the President, 
with a gun, to again have 
changed the course of history. 
President 
Ford 
has 
reiterated his determination 
not to capitulate to those who, 
as he puts it, are trying to tear 
down what is best in America. 
He cannot, of course. He must 
continue to travel the nation 
and meet the people. 
But is there a better way of 
doing it? How many people lin­ 
ing the streets actually catch 
more than a glimpse of the 
President? How many have a 
chance to say a word to him, 
much 
less 
conduct 
a 
“dialogue” on the problems of 
the day? 
A better method by which 
the President could meet the 


people would be through a 
series 
of 
town 
hall-type 
meetings 
in 
communities 
around the country. Because 
each meeting would be prear­ 
ranged 
and 
prescreened, 
security would be made in­ 
finitely easier, even if the 
audience numbered in the 
thousands. In addition, some 
thoughtful questions and some 
helpful answers might even be 
exchanged. 
National 
considerations 
must also be given to a 
specific type of gun control. It 
is obvious that no matter how 
strict the controls, a deter­ 
mined assassin will find a way 
to secure a weapon and an op­ 
portunity to use it. 
We may not be able to do 
very much about the deter­ 
mined assassin, but there cer­ 
tainly is no excuse for making 
it so ridiculously easy for even 
a certifiable nut to obtaine a 
gun. 
Are we saying that we can 
do nothing to keep guns out of 
the hands of those who are un­ 
stable 
or 
potentially 
dangerous in our society and 
still respect the rights of de­ 
cent Americans who collect 
and enjoy guns?

It is apparent to us that the directory 
assistance operator for the telephone 
company and a newspaper office have 
something in common—answering ques­ 
tions. 
General Telephone Company reports 
this week that their directory assistant 
operators often find 
their work puzzling, 
humorous and chal­ 
lenging. 
“Operator, what’s a 
three-letter word for a 
Nigerian tribesman?” 
“How do you boil a 
three-minute egg?” 
“Will you help me 
with my spelling les­ 
son?" 
“Are 
the 
grunion 
running tonight?” 
These are just a few 
of the odd requests that the operators 
receive. Despite the change from “infor­ 
mation” to “directory assistance” there 
continues to be a substantial number of 
requests for information that has nothing 
to do with directory assistance. 
John Spencer, local GT manager, says 
that the primary reason for directory as­ 
sistance is to provide numbers not yet 
listed 
in 
the 
telephone 
directory, 
numbers that have been changed since 
the current directory was issued or hard- 
to-find numbers. 
However, the phone company still gets 
calls from lonely people asking where 
they can go to meet other people; older 
folks telling their life stories and mar­ 
ried couples calling to ask the operator 
to settle a bet. 


Another popular request is for the un­ 
listed number. This is one item of infor­ 
mation operators are unable to supply. 
They have no access to this information. 


Answering directory assistance calls 
for listed, new or unusual numbers costs 
General Telephone and its customers a 
lot of dollars. Last year, for example, it 
cost nearly $14 million, and the price tag 
keeps going up as operating expenses in­ 
crease. 


Locally, 
directory 
assistance 
operators receive an average of 8,000 
calls each business day. Busiest calling 
times during the day are between 10 and 
11 a.m. and 3 and 5 p.m. The volume of 
calls increases sharply on weekdays 
after school lets out, on weekends follow­ 
ing the telecasting of major sport events

Dear Sir: 
In late July, my brother and I went 
camping 
at 
Redrock, 
a 
scenic 
mountainous area with an abundance of 
swimming holes, in the Santa Ynez 
River area. While driving back to our 
campsite after a very enjoyable day of 
swimming, I noticed in the rear view 
mirror a sheriff’s jeep with the red light 
on. 
A glance at the speedometer 
confirmed that I was driving 15 mph in a 
25 mph zone. I immediately pulled over, 
completely bewildered as to why I was 
being stopped. Two officers approached 
my car and carefully and deliberately 
looked through my car—not a physical 
check, just a visual spot-check They 
then wrote me a summons for a 
modified muffler. I explained that I had 
gone through CHP vehicle checks and 
that the vehicle had not been modified, 
but to no avail. 
I appeared for the arraignment and 
entered a plea of not guilty; I was then 
assigned 
a 
new 
court 
date. 
Unfortunately, I forgot about the court 
appearance. I have no excuse for this 
except that I did something many people 
do— I simply forgot. The following 
week, when I realized my oversight, I 
called and explained the situation to the 
Santa Barbara Municipal Court Clerk’s 
Office, and was assigned a new trial date 
of Monday, 8 September, at 8:30 a.m. 


I arrived at the appointed hour, but my 
name did not appear on the court 
calendar and there was no record of my 
phone call. I was rescheduled for 10:45 
that same morning. By 11:00 a.m., the 
courtroom was empty and my name still 
had not been called. I went back 
downstairs to the County Clerk’s office 
and was told to return upstairs to the 
courtroom, which would resume in five 
minutes. 
Finally the judge called the first list of 
names, which included mine. I stepped 
to the front ot the courtroom. The judge 
asked if I plead guilty. I replied, “No, 
your honor, not guilty.” He then asked 
why I had not appeared in court before, 
and I explained the circumstances. He 
then set bail at $65. 
I stood in complete shock. I tried to 
explain that I did not have any money 
with me and that it was only over a 
muffler. He replied with, “Do you have 
the $65?” I said “No.” He then ordered 
the Sheriff to take me into custody. I 
couldn’t believe it. I repeated that it was 
only a muffler and that 1 wouldn't be in 
court if I were trying to evade the law. 
He repeated, “You are in custody.” I 
stated that I was not a criminal. He then 
shouted, “You violated the California 
Vehicle Code, so you are a criminal! ” 
and set a new court hearing a week 
away. 
I was handcuffed and taken across the 
street to the Santa Barbara City Jail. 
When asked by the Sheriff why I had 
been sent there, he couldn’t believe my 
reply. I was placed in a long cell with 
approximately 30 other inmates who 
were charged with offenses ranging 
from sales of heroin to armed robbery. 
The cell was filthy; it had no seating

accommodations, and was filled with an 
odor of human waste. I remained in the 
middle of that human zoo for approx­ 
imately two hours,. 
I was then handcuffed, chained to the 
other prisoners, and transported by bus 
to the new County Jail Facility, which is 
more like prison. There I was searched, 
fingerprinted, photographed, and placed 
in a cell. 
Moments later 
I 
was 
transferred to another cell, and then into 
a series of other cells There I remained, 
locked up in jail like an animal and 
stripped of all respect. I asked myself 
what happened to the justice and 
freedom supposedly inherent to the 
American way ot life. 
I was allowed two phone calls and my 
father and fiancee came and put up the 
bail. If I had had no one in the area to put 
up the bail, I would have had to stay 
there a full week awaiting my court 
trial. As it was, I spent a good part of the 
day there. 
Because of this experience, I have lost 
a great deal of respect for our judicial 
system. Perhaps one answer is to have 
those judges and jailers spend one day 
as 1 did. Then they may not be so hasty 
in having a citizen go through such a 
humiliating and unjust experience, not 
to 
mention 
the 
useless waste of 
taxpayers’ money over something so 
trivial.

The combination of dignity, ebullience, 
and purpose shown by Daniel Patrick 
Moynihan at the United Nations is the 
nearest thing to a jolt of pleasure we 
have taken since the formation of that 
Tower of Babel. One associates tt UN, 
in memory, as a place where American 
representatives regularly apologize for 
Thomas 
Jefferson’s 
having owned slaves, 
which ends up being 
the direct cause of 
poverty 
in 
Liberia. 
And yet as the years 
went on it became 
clear that the United 
Nations would never 
be used, and probably 
never could be used, 
as a genuine pulpit for 
the 
right-minded 
reform. 
No American am­ 
bassador would ever go to the General 
Assembly, address the distinguished 
leaders of the so-called 77 indigent na­ 
tions of the Third World, and say, 
“Gentlemen: My government recom­ 
mends that you go home and tell your 
people to get off their behinds and start 
to work. 'Hiat your politicians cut down 
the level of their conspicuous consump­ 
tion — that, for instance, requires 
General Mobutu to travel here with 66 
personal attendants — and while you’re 
at it, we suggest you give a few moments 
each day to the contemplation of the en­ 
tirely 
problematic 
future 
of 
your 
everlasting souls.” Ixnay. 
The only thing you can get away with is 
flashes of genuine spirit, on those few is­ 
sues in which the United States has only 
two alternatives: total moral capitula­ 
tion, or — fight. 
Moynihan did this recently and, as ex­ 
pected, he was taxed for it on Meet the 
Press, by Mr. Paul Hoffman of the New 
York Times. The exchange is as bracing 
as a speech by Patrick Henry... 
Mr. Hoffman began by saying that he 
had been in Lima, Peru a few weeks ago, 
at which the Third World had met to 
frame its demands upon the United 
States - eating and drinking their way (I 
supply the detail, not Mr. Hoffman) right 
through a revolution in the host country, 
which is less noticeable to any of the 77 
than the failure of the wine waiter to 
refill a glass — when somebody began 
circulating a red-hot document. It was 
“a diplomatic note of the United States 
to the government of President Nyerere 
and the diplomatic note says,” said Mr. 
Hoffman darkly, “that if the Tanzanian 
representative to the United Nations 
votes against the United States on the is­ 
sue of Puerto Rico, the United States 
would consider this a flagrant in­ 
terference into United States internal af­ 
fairs and an unfriendly act, and this new­ 
spaper, the Daily News of Tanzania, has 
a comment and says that is ‘a rude and 
intimidatory act.’ Now my question is, 
was this that new strategy toward the 
Third World that you have advocated? Is 
that an example of it?” 
Moynihan was, manifestly, prepared. 
He began by abjuring equivocation. 
"It most assuredly is. We did not in­ 
tend it as a rude act. It wasn’t. We in­ 
tended it to have consequences. It did.” 
He explained. “Now, let’s speak clear­ 
ly about what we are talking about. 
There are things which no nation can do, 
whether it is a big nation or a small one 
without producing some response from 
the United States. 
“Remember,” Mr. Moynihan was now 
the professor, back at Harvard, “we are 
talking in this case about a resolution 
which, in effect, authorized an in­ 
surgency 
movement in the 
United 
States. It called for us to stop ’political 
persecutions’ in Puerto Rico — where 
there are free elections regularly and 
recurrently 
with 
respect 
to 
in­ 
dependence — and formally recognize 
the National Liberation Movement of 
Puerto (as having) the same status as 
the Palestine Liberation Organization. 
“This committee of 24 consists of 16 
police states, four democracies and four 
in between. We are not about to be lec­ 
tured by police states on the processes of 
electoral democracy... They are impugn­ 
ing our democracy; they are threatening 
to start an insurrection in this country. 
And that we regard as an unfriendly act, 
and we told them so... and we beat 
them.” 
It isn’t only that Moynihan was clearly 
right in what he did, and entirely, com- 
pellingly right in the way he explained it. 
He has in fact increased the prestige of 
the United States within the United Na­ 
tions, and that too is right.
